That they have all had a glorious 
time was proven by the words of one 
young man no longer a boy “We sure 
had a wonderful time.” But it is sel¬ 
dom that one can have a good time 
and still have an opporunity to learn 
so much. That the taste of learning 
will make a profound imprint on 
those young people will only be 
brought out by their renewed interest 
in education and a new determina¬ 
tion to explore the regions of known 
and unknown things. One week of 
pleasure and learning will not bring 
all of thse 162 new students into the 
high schools and universities hut as 
Mr. Ottewell said “We re justified in 
urging education on you with every 
bit of your power energy and ingen 
Uity that we possess, that you may 
make better use of your opportunities 
from an economic stand point.’

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ever, be influenced by several factors, 
the method of planting'. According 
to observatj^is made so far, seeding 
in rows 2% to 3 feet apart will pro¬ 
bably prove satisfactory for most 
sections of Canada. In the West the 
yield is not frequently affected by the 
attack of rust. It may be possible, 
however to lessen the damage from 
rust in the future by developing early 
maturing varieties ready to cut for 
ensilage before the rust, which seems 
to appear rather late in the season, 
has had time to affect the yield and 
quality of the crop. 

In respect to ensilage making, it 
would seem that the best quality may 
be secured if ■ the crop is harvested 
when the .majority of the heads in a 
field have just opened up. Delaying 
the cutting until the seed is beginning 
t'Oi harden does not seem to be advis¬ 
able. Early cutting may result in a 
heavy flow of juice from the bottom 
of the silo, but this may be oversome 
to a certain extent at least, by allow¬ 
ing the crop toi wilt slightly before 
putting it too the silo. 

On the wlBei ensilage of sunflowers 
js relished by stock and its feeding 
value has proven about, equal to that 
of corn ensilage. The 'observation 
has been made that the feeding of 
sunflower ensilage may in cases stim¬ 
ulate the kidneys too much but, as 
tjie observation is an isolated one, 
we are not prepared to say anything 
definite on the subject. 

On the whole, much more informa¬ 
tion than it has been possible to col¬ 
lect so far from experiments at the 
Experimental Farm is needed before 
any definite conclusions on the en¬ 
silage value and general usefulness 
of sunflowers on an extensive scale 
can be safely 'recommended, it is 
among other things necessary to learn 
more about what effect a crop of 


sunflowers may have on the succeed¬ 
ing crops, particularly in dry sections 
Trials on a small scale may, however, 
be recommended.

The Dominion Experimental Farms’ 
System has during the last two years 
paid considerable attention to the 
question of utilizing sunflowers for 
ensilage. Experiments have been con¬ 
ducted at the Central Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa, in northern Ontario, 
on all the Farms and -Stations on the 
prairies, and in British Columbia. Al¬ 
though the results so far obtained are 
somewhat conflicting and by no 
mean definite enough to allow unqual¬ 
ified deductions as to the value of 
sunflowers as an ensilage crop, yet 
some observations have been made 
which may be of interest to prospec¬ 
tive sunflower growers. 

Generally speaking sunflowers out- 
yield corn, according to obesrvations 
made so far, in such sections where 
i account at OOtm C Mlnfall or ci-ol 
seasons the latter can not be grown 
successfully. In sections where corn 
is grown to advantage, sunflowers 
may also outyield the latter. Thus, 
an acre, of sunflowers grown at Otta¬ 
wa last year yielded about 30 tons 
while the best corn variety only gave 
20 tons to the acre.

Chas. Kpntson to the plowman win¬ 
ning the highest number of points. 
The second prize in gang plows was 
awarded to Ailf Challenger, who made 
a score of 67 points. Mr. Parkinson 
is well known, having competed for 
several years in some of the larger 
matches in Manitoba and was/ the 
Svinner for three successive years of 
the cup awarded by the Roland Agri¬ 
cultural Society. Although Mr. Par¬ 
kinson did very good work, the soil 
was very light and under different 
conditions he no doubt would have 
made a higher score. 

Jack Dennett, with a score of 77 
points, captured the first prize in the 
walking plow class over H. C. Dun¬ 
lop, who made 71. Although neither 
of these men had ever plowed in a 
match before, both of them did very 
good work. For straightness of fur¬ 
rows and covering of weeds, the plow¬ 
ing could be but little improved upon 
and in crown and finish both did well. 

There was only one entry in the 
boys class—Earl Hallett, who made a 
score of 62 with a gang plow. With 
the exception of the finish his work 
was very creditable, and far above 
the average plowing. 

Farmers Taking 

Alex Galbraith, Superintendent of 
fairs, who gave the awards at the 
conclusion of the match said that he 
was very pleaised with the interest 
the farmers were taking in good plow- 
ng, and he felt sure that by next 
year the number ot entries would be 
considerably larger. Plowing matches 
he remarked, were of great value to 
any community and should be en¬ 
couraged as much as possible. At 
the present time there is no grant 
given by government for holding 


plowing matches, but within a year 
or two he expected thjat arrnage- 
ments wftuld be made whereby a grant 
could be given to everyj agricultural 
society for this purpose. ; 

The plowing as a whc^le through-- 
out the province was nod as good as 
in the east or in Manitoba, where 
plowing matches have bUen held for 
years in mostly every /district. If 
competitions^were encouraged in Al¬ 
berta, the speaker remarked, the plow 
ing on the farms would; be equal to 
that of any other province. 

D. Douglas, director of the provin¬ 
cial demonstration farrris, who was 
judge, said that for a first match the 
workmanship was very creditable—

Approval are Passed

The joint educational committee of 
the U.F.A. and U.F.W.A. held its 
first official conference with the Min¬ 
ister of Education and Officials of the 
Department in Edmonton yesterday. 
A very full and satisfactory discus J 
sion took place regarding all phases 
of rural school problems. The' ef¬ 
forts of the Department to provide 
High School opportunity for rural 
children wre strongly approved as was 
also the gneral attitude of the De¬ 
partment in defending the autonom¬ 
ous rights of school bords. The mem¬ 
bers of the Committee made many 
helpful suggestions and declared their 
support of any plan that would equal¬ 
ize the educational—burden through¬ 
out the Province 

After the Conference the members 
of the joint Committee met in the 
Corona hotel and passed the follow¬ 
ing resolutions which were forwarded 
to the Minister of Education . 

That we are. in favor pf ;the author¬ 
ized form of teachers' contract wiTh 
n amendment to clause 5 regarding 
termination of agreement, making this 
clause reciprocal and providing, in the 
event of either party Wreaking the 
contract a minimum penalty equal to 
one month's salary. 

'That we favor the principal of the 
conciliation bord. 

That we express our approval of 
the increase in the number of exam¬ 
ination centres. 

That we are in favor of plan of 
proceure now followed in forming con¬ 
solidated schools as dhtlined to us by 
the Minister of Education-. 

Thot we are glad to note that the 
number of official trustees has been 
materially reduced. 

That we are in favor of a system of 
Provincial taxation for industrial pur¬ 
poses. 

The report was signed by P. Baker, 
Ponoka, Chairman Mrs. S. N. Cunn, 
Paradise Valley, Secretary Stephen 
Lunn, Pincher Creek. Henry E. Spen¬ 
cer, Edgerton.

AN ACT RESPECTING LIENS ON 
GOODS AND CHATTELS 

Every person shall have a partcu- 
lar lien for the payment of his debt j, 
upon a chattel upon which he nas ex¬ 
pended his money, labor or skill at 
the request of the owner 

Every warehouseman shall have a 
particular lien upon property stored 
with him for his proper charges in¬ 
cluding carrier charges when the car- 1 
rier deposits the. property with the 
ment of charges. 

Every wharfinger shall have a par¬ 
ticular lien on the goods entrusted 
to his keeping for his lawful charges. 

Every bailee whether gratuitous or 
for reward shall have a particular 
lien on tthe goods and chattels bailed 
to him by the owner thereof for any 
charges due him under the terms of 
the contract or charges for care after 
the contract has run out, or if there 
he no contract after the expiration 
of the time specified in a notice given 
the bailor by the bailee to take the 
goods away. A Judge may dispense 
with the giving of notice if the bail¬ 
or’s address be not known, 
if any, remain unpaid for six months, 
or if the goods are not removed at 
the expiration of the time fixed in 
the contract, the lien holder may on 
not less than thirty days’ notice to the 
owner, apply to a jutjlge and he may 
make such order with respect to the 
sale and manner of conducting same 
as to him seems just.

Increase In Rates 
On Long Distance 
Comes Into Effect 

On Friday June 10, the provincial 
telephone department brought into 
effect the schelude of increased 
charges for long distance calls, in¬ 
cluding the new system of station- 
to-station service, and person-to- 
person calls. Authority for this ad¬ 
vance is given in a judgement handed 
down by the board of public utilities 
commission. 

The increase and re-classification 
of rates as applied for by the pro¬ 
vincial telephone department was 
considered equitable'and necessary by 
the utilities board, in view of the facts 
submitted by officials of the tele¬ 
phone department, when it was 
shown that the department recorded 
an actual loss of $16,181.00 on toll op¬ 
erations in 1920, and it was estimated 
the loss would reach $270,285 during 
the present year unless an advance 
in rates was alllowed. In view of 
these losses the board decided that 
an increase in rates was justified 
notwithstanding the fcontention at 
the various hearings that there should 


be no advance a|t the present time by 
reason of the tailing prices in the 
commercial worlJd. 

Dealing withj the arguments ad¬ 
vanced in Edmiynton and Calgary by 
those objecting ( to the increase, that 
the exchange aJnd rural rates should 
be dealt with at' the same time as the 
toll rates application, the boards rul¬ 
ing, that there 'could not be the dis¬ 
crimination alleged against the latter 
class of traffic^ because even under 
the suggested ajdvance there would be 
no surplus created in the toll system 
branch. Under' the government sys¬ 
tem each branch of the department 
was maintained under separate ac¬ 
counting and it was possible to as¬ 
certain definitely what each branch 
of srvice cost, and the toll line rev-
